Jf, a rebellion, became 
general throughout the country ‘it would, be 
an easy matter’ for the natives to cast aside 
British rule, but fortunately for the British 
interests ‘those races which are the. back- 
bone of the native army, such as the Sikhs 
and Gurkhas, have always been loyal to 
the .British Government. and upon the 
loyalty of the native Princes the Govern-.

“Work on the Kowloon section of the line 
that russ from the ~ peninsula.’ opposite 
to’ Victoria” to Canton has . been’ attively 
in. progress’ for’ some time. The. whole 
Hine within: the’ new territory ‘is about 21 
miles in length, running through Jather, 
broken country;’ what’ the French lwould 
term aceldéiéé, A tunnel about t} mile has to 
be constructed through the main range, and is. 
a furly formidable piece of work. - A shaft has 
‘heen'sunk near either terminus; between the 
iwo shalts roughly one mile has to be tunnelled: 
through tolevably bard. granite all the way. 
‘The shalis give four faces ‘to work, on. instead 
of two, and will Tater t ventilation. The 
tunnel is for single line, which to the ordinary 
man, with no eye on what the traffic should ba 
seems to be. wrong. Financial reasons, I un- 
derstand, are the catise of the doub'e line pot 
being. provided’ for, * There are now about 
z,0co men on the various works—tunnelling, 
see ankingy-aad making Bridge foundations. 
The tunnel is expected to take three years at 
least to complete, and.it was the earnest wish 
of the -ex-Governor,, Sir Matthew Nathan, to, 
see the conclusion of the work before his term, 
‘of office expired.

There remains one of Hongkong's greatest and 
oldest industries, that of the docking, repairing, 
and building of ships and vessels of all classes 
anddimensions. The Hongkong and Whampoa 
Dock Company, with ils comparatively small 
capital of $2 502,c09, continues to keep abreast’ 
‘of the times. Since last seeing its Kowloon 
establishment in Hunghom Bay; the compasy 
has erected a fine, new machine sop and in: 
stalledelectric drive and many new tools, motor: 
cranes, aod other appliances, Hydraulic power 
Gs.also used for riveting, fl inging, and bending, 
-besides’ operating the capstans at the'docks 
and.some of the cranes. A power-house for the 
electric drives and another for hydraulic power, 
supplies almost alt requiremets. The premises 
fortunately escaped with only little damage 
from the. typhoon, but this catastrophe neces- 
sitated a good deal of repair work to all sorts of 
craft.. The French destroyer Froude, for in- 
stance, was completing her outfit after having 
been suck and damaged. {0 the bay were 
some new stern-wheelers in'ended far Hai- 
phiong, which had revently been completed, As 
regards the docks, the largest, which was-leng- 
thened-to ssGft. a few years ago, isto be further 
extended by 12gft.

150,000 cubic. yards remained ‘to be shifted. 
Outside the dock entrance a temporary dam 
was erected, and until the work had reached a 
certain stage, andthe ‘dam received.some sup- 
port (rom the rear, it must have been somewhi 
anxious work forthe engincers engaged in ita 
constriction, Much of the work has been done 
by contract under the direct ‘supervision of the 
engineers, and “one frequently: saw the'whole’ 
family engaged—men, women, and children 
each doing something to contribute to the total 
earnings. At present some 3,200 workmen ate 
employed. When completed and in full work. 
ing .order there, will probably bé about 4,000 
employed in the yard. . All the power ustd 
throughout. the yard in the various shops will 
practically be electric, or for special work,” 
such: as riveting, it will be hydraulic, To the 
eastward of the yard the company has taken 
up further land, where quarters will be errected 
for a large number of the men employed, The 
will thos be close at hand. The offices, whic 
were expected to be: completed about April- 
May,,and iato which the present staff intended 
to move immediately will: be’ a: fine block af 
buildings situated parallel to the dock, ata 
convenient distance, aod having the reclaimed 
wall on the sea front at a short distance on the 
other side. The dock and shops ‘have been 
started as an-adjunct to the China Navigation 
Company, where. its vessels can be docked 
and repaired, and our steamers constructed. 
The company possesses the considerable fleet 
of some 60 vessels, and you cannot be long 
in any of tbe Treaty ports in China without 
secing at least one vessel of the line.”

_ Closely allied to the malter of docking comes 
the question of wharf accommodation. —Hong- 
kong had long since to increase its storing faci- 
lities across the harbour.on the Kowloon side. 
Shipping seems to have taken regularly to that 
side of the harbour, and with ‘the prospect of 
the railway being completed in a few years, it 

as assumed grealer proportions. More.accom- 
modation bas been provided and more is con- 
templated., The Blue Funnel Company indeed 
has acquired an.excellent site not far from the 
railway termipus, where an extensive range of 
godowns is now in course of construction. “A 
-qood deal of reclamation is constantly jn pro- 
gress on the Kowloon side, and .godow 
storage_accommodation _ will’: doubt! 
provided on much of the new “ground. 
By the way, when the Goverament gives 
leases of “ground to be. reclaimed, it 
stipulates whence the spoil isto be obtained, 
‘One of the ‘many low hills which abound’ on’ 
the Kowloon peninsula is selected, and’ its 
removal makes fusther available sites for 
roads or buidiogs. This is done naturally, un- 
der the circumstances, at a cheap cost to the 
Government. ‘The whole of the Kowloon dis- 
‘trict hag. greatly progressed, and with the 
advent of the railway its prospects of further 
increase would seem to be greatly augmented, 
At its back lies the new territory which is also 
opening out'and developing all the time, The 
road right through ths district: to T i 
distance of 18 miles, will greatly ass 
development, and one may already see a fair 
amount of traffic passing along it. Villagers 
and cattlemen beyand the British territory also 
seem .to appreciate it and use it extensively 
going to or from Hongkong, The whole district 
is apparently now in goad working order, and 
‘is effectively policed and‘administered. There 
is room, of course, for the expenditure of money 
on public works, maioly in the direction of 
roads that would gpen up further sites for the 
cultivation of vegetables and garden prodace, 

for which. there seems to be’ always a 
ready market in Hongkang. ‘The abund- 
ance of .good © clean-looking vegetables, 
fruit, and even. flowers in Hongkong 
is remarkable, though one hardly likes to 
inquire into the conditions under which they 
wete grown, Perhaps a developmant of the 
cattle trade might be: made, for the demand 
from Manila seemato be constant. Jt would 
be profitable, and at ,the same time provide 
considerable freights. for steamers on ‘the 
‘Hongkong-Manila run. One could. ex atiate 
a good deal on the glories and possibilities of 
thenew territory, [tis being rapidly converted

‘A depatatinn' arrived in Takyo a few days 
ago from Kozushima, one of a group of seven 
islands off Izu Province, in the Pacific, reporting 
that between midnight and two a'clock on’ the 
morning of the oth instant’ tercifying subter- 
ranean rumblings were heard on the hills. ‘ The 
inhabitants were panic-stricken_and at once 
made preparations to ‘seck safety, when sud- 
denly three hills subsided, accompanied by 
terrible soundy -Thitly houses were totally: 
destroyed and 30 were partially damaged by 
the falling debris, six Katsuo factories being 
also destroyed, Sixteen persons were killed, 
and 13 were severely injured, while those who 
were slightly injured were innumerable. Over 
230 people are in want of immediate relief.

npen mincs, and otherwise develop the re- 
sources of the country, he would let foreigners 
do thid for her, whilst the property would al- 
ways remain Chinese, and ‘only the develop- 
ment would be given into foreign hands, China 
is demonstrating in-most ways that she cannot 
carry out these works herself, abd at the same 
time she is unwilling in: the last degree that 
foreigners should do it. It is probable that 
Wu Ting-fang may be of more real service to 
his country in an unofficial capacity in his own 
rovince than he was at Peking, with ‘all the 
srees of obstruction ranged against him. As 
representative of the Chinese portion ‘of the 
railway to Hongkong we may hope that ao 
official is appointed who will facilitate its 
construction and future working.

‘and the considerable scheme that has been 
carried out by the China Navigation Company

A noteworthy matter is the number of 
launches that may. be observed plying in:

Seven years ago the 
number of these craft registered in accordance 
with the Inland Waters Steam Navigation 
Regulations was 143 vessels in all, and those 
registered for West River trade numbered o 
Vessels. Now the number of Chinese vessels 
alone registered at Canton amounts to 163 
vessels of 2,849 tons in all, against 122) 
vessels in 1900. British steamers: number 
45, of 1,440 tops, against 13 vessels;
